Student wants rock concerts in Salinas

An often asked question in our area 
is ‘““Why aren’t there any rock concerts 
in Salinas?” This would be a diffficult 
question to answer, in that Salinas has 
the facilities (the California Rodeo 
Grounds, seating over 10,000 people, the 
National Guard Armory, and the Salinas 
Municipal ball park, seating over 2,500). 

According to many concert promoters, 
Salinas is a bad city for concerts be- 
cause of a very conservative city govern- 
ment. 

“It would be safe to say,” said a 
booking agent with one of the largest 
concert agencies in the country, “that any 
concert featuring a nationally known 
group would be almost an impossibility 
in Salinas. Not because the people 


wouldn’t turn out, but because of the 
political problems.” 


The Monterey County Board of 
Supervisors passed an ordinance provid- 
ing that outdoor concerts with 5,000 or 
more spectators would be prohibited in 
Monterey County. 

Why should those in Monterey 
County who enjoy rock music have to 
travel 100 miles at times to see good 
rock concerts? 

Monterey County has, for many years, 
prided itself in having a great deal for 
its people to do. The night life is 
great, and during the day, there are 
beaches, points of historical interest. 

But what about those of this area who 
want to attend rock concerts, but can 
not drive to San Francisco, or San Jose?

Five minutes later, she resigned as presi- 
dent. 


Jana Jones had been appointed pre- 
viously as Sophomore Representative. 
The Hartnell ASB Constitution specifies 
that the Sophomore Representative suc- 
ceeds the vice president, so Jana was 
elevated to that post for five minutes. 
Immediately upon Mary Kamm’s resig- 
nation, Jana succeeded her as president.

Everything was settled, except that 
there was neither a vice president nor a 
Sophomore Representative. The com- 
mission had half a solution for that, too. 


Mary Kamm still wanted to be vice 
president, so they appointed her Sopho- 
more Representative.

Order was restored, leaving only a 
vacancy for Sophomore Representative

They are being turned 
into an auxiliary facility and an activity 
area for the physically handicapped.

The entire cost of the new facilities 
is about $5 million. 5

against Foothill. 


The Hartnell Panthers have brought 
back their only returning all-leaguer, 
Robbie Morris, who plays tackle. Also 
returning are veterans Mike Breschini, 
quarterback; Bruno Vanoli, guard; Daryl 
Daniels, split-end, and Robin Michelet- 
ti, safety. 

Breschini had 56 completions for 706 
yards and five touchdowns to rank third 
in the Coast Conference passing statis- 
tics last year. Daryl Daniels returns to 
the huddle after breaking his leg dur- 
ing a Cabrillo game which cost him the 
honor of all-leaguer. ? 


Former Oakland Raider and present 
Hartnell head coach Tony Teresa stated 


that the team has had quite a few in- 
juries, and is not so sure about what 
the outcome of this Saturday’s game will 
be. ; 

“This will be our first game against 
Foothill,” Coach Teresa stated with a 
placid look. “I don’t know what they 
are like. We never played them.” 

The only clue the Panthers have is 
a couple of film clips and some talk. 


“Saturday will tell us a lot,” Coach 
Teresa added. 

To help the attack will be Mike 
Maeva, a graduate of North Salinas, and 
Ted Hall, a one-year veteran from last 
year’s team who bowed out when mono- 
nucleosis struck him. 


Last year, Hartnell ended its football 
season with a record of 7-3 and 3-2 in 


Coast Conference play. ‘Experts’ are 
expecting a “no loss’ season, and are 
confident that the Panthers will take 
all until they meet their arch-rival, 
M.P.C.
